It 1b slightly easier to ge- a plane in a second' class sleeping car although 
there, too, the majority of places are reserved for all sorts of functionaries 
travelling on official business. !

Persons travelling on official 
business have priority and need not s', and in |qupue with the others. Another way to 
buy a ticket is at the Orbis braver bureau which has offices in all larger towns. In 
Warsaw there are six Orbis offices, viz., at l6| Ulica Bracka, 31 Ulics Pulawsku, 4 
Plac Konstituclji, at 45 Aleja Jerozoiimska, _LQ Flac Inwalidow and at r J0 Ulica Targowa 
in Pra«a.
